The Athenian orator Hyperides owed his ſucceſs to the radles yur Of Phryne. 
She was the moſt famous courtezan of that age; her form ſo beautiful, that it 
was taken as a model for all the ſtatues of Venus caryed at that time throughout 
Greece: yet an intrigue between her and Hyperides grew ſo ſcandalous, that an 
accuſation was preferred againſt her in the court of Athens. Hyperides defended 
her with all the art and rhetoric which experience and love could teach himg 
and his oration for her was as pretty and beautiful as his ſubject. But, as what
